CmcKiMAUGA PAKK, Ga., June 3— 


This was a day of more routine with 
the boys of the First New Hampshire, 
particularly on account of the intense 
heat and the marked humidity. There 
was a company drill iu the morning, 
followed by battalion drill, and com- 
pany drill again late iu the afternoon. 


The regimental inspection yesterday 


afternoon by Lieutenant Foote, of the 
inspector-general's staff, at which time 
Major Burns made a clear statement of 
the urgent needs of the New Hamp- 
shire hospital, was followed today by a 
return visit by Lieutenant Foote, and 
the writing of a letter direct to General 
Breckenridgo, by Major Burns.

company, Frauklm, has been detailed 
to act as brigade commissary sergeant, 
an elevation carrying with it a pleasing 
iucrea.se in salary. 


This has been the moat active day at 


the park since the volunteer army as- 
sembled, every regiment and brigade on 
the Held having spent four to five hours 
in drills. The men are becoming ac- 
customed to camp life and rough fare; 
are seasoning rapidly, and are being 
put through the routine of instructions 
with more vigor each day.

WASHINGTON, June 1—The steam col- 


lier Mernmac lies a wreck in Santiago 
jarbor, either blown up by a Spanish 
mine or deliberately wrecked by Ad- 
miral Sampson's orders. 


Her crew, consisting of one engineer 


officer and seven men are pusoners of 
Spain, 


Eight brave Americans. They took 


their lues in their hands, and while 
hey escaped death, they ore now in 
jrison and may be shot before morn- 
ng. The story of their adventure is 
one of the most thrilling of the war. 


As is well known, the harbor at San- 


lago is ven narrow. Oue or two ships 
sunk across its mouth would as eiloct- 
ually prevent the escape of the Spanish 
fleet as though a line of battleships.were 
anchored theie. 


There is no doubt that this fact ap- 


pealed to Admiral Sampson, and ho de- 
ided to block the channel in somu way. 
After the decision caruo action. 
He 


could not send to Key West for some 
old hulks, aud ho could uot, of course, 
lacrilice one of his warships. 


In his fleet, however, was the collier 


VIerrimac, a magnificent large steamer, 
rarchased some time ago in New York. 
Che steel hull of the Merrimac offered 
,he barricade for which the admiral was 
ookmg and the ahip ^was marked for 
slaughter. 


The next step, of course, was to find 


a crew to accompany her on her dan- 
gerous mission. It is hardly likely 
hat the men already on the ship were 
>rdered to make the perilous trip into 
the 
harbor. 
A volunteer crew was 


asked for. Eight men out of a probable 
sO volunteers were chosen and placed 
n board of what seemed certain to be 
heir coffin. 


In the stillest hour of the morning— 


>etween 3 and 4 o'clock—the prow of 
he Merrimac, with just enough meu on 
ler to run the engines and handle the 
wheel, wa.s turned toward the narrow 
intrance of Santiago harbor. 


It is easy to imagine how the officers 


and crews of the squadron watched the 
learner's onward progress with beating 
learts. 


Nearer and nearer she approached the 


larbor entrance. 
In the moonlight 


which fell upon the Caribbean sea her 
lack hull could be seen slowly moving 
oward destruction. 


Evidently she passed the first line of 
readed torpedoes safely, but when she 
was a little further in the harbor there 
was the explosion of a mine aud the 
cssd sank. 
At least tho dispatches hiy that there 


was an explosion of a mine. It may 
lave been that the ship was scuttled by 
ler own crew who had hoped to escape 
n small boats, but were captured, 
they may have dynamited the ship 
rusting to good fortune to escape with 
heir lives. 


Admiral Sampson may have sent the 


ship into the harbor not only to block 
he channel, but also to discover wheth- 
er submarine mines were fatal obstacles 
to getting at the Spanish fleet. If this 
was his purpose, the sunkea wreck in 
.he channel proves that the mine is as 
dangerously effective in Santiago harbor 
as it was in Havana when the Maine 
went down. 


There ia absolutely no doubt in the 


minds of the naval officials in Washing 
,on that the sending of the collier into 
;he harbor was all a prearranged move 
on the part of Admiral Sampson.

SHE SUCCEEDED IN RUNNING BY THE 


FIRST LINE OF DEFENCES. 


LONG-NEEDED LIFE-SAVING 


STATION. 


At last Hampton beach is to have its 


long-needed life-saving station. 
This 


stretch of beach between the stations at 
Salisbury, Mass., and the one at Bye 
beach, some eight miles in length, has 
long been considered >>ne of the most 
dangerous on the coast of New Hamp- 
shire. 
There have been in the past 


twenty-five years several wrecks with a 
large loss of life. 


Capt. J. B. Moore of the U. S. rev- 


enue service has spent a week or more 
tit Hampton and after careful inspection 
he has decided in favor of a site at North 
beach, and a lease has been executed by 
which the town conveys to the govern- 
ment at a nominal rental, virtually a 
gift, a lot at North beach, between the 
fish and bath bouses, more than 200 
feet square. For life-saving purposes 
the government can occupy it so long 
as it chooses. Ceasing to do so the 
land reverts to the town. 


The lease has been sent to Washing- 


ton for approval as a mere formality, 
and proposals for the station's erection 
will be called for this month. Early 
July, in all probability, will see a be- 
ginning of work. It is planned to 
build a handsome wooden structure, to 
cost, with equipments, 8COOO or more.

The Spanish Account. 


CAP* HATTIES, HAITI, June 3.—The 


American fleet, according to advices re- 
ceived by cable from Santiago de Cuba, 
the cable being under Spanish control, 
opened fire again at three o'clock this 
morning, on the fortifications and war- 
ships at this port. The cannonading 
was-terrific and well sustained on both 
sides until four o'clock. 
A United 


States auxiliary cruiser, well armed, 
attempted to force a passage into the 
harbor. The Spanish allowed the cruis- 
er to cross the first line of torpedoes, 
but before she arrived at the second 
line, they discharged at her a torpedo, 
which broke a great hole through her 
side and caused her to sink almost 
instantly, bow first. The name of the 
vessel is not known, nor is the number 
of victims killed and drowned re- 
ported. One officer, one engineer and 
six sailors were made prisoners by the 
Spaniards. 


It Was The Merrimack. 


CAPE HATTIEN.HATTI, June 3.—Advices 
from Santiago say that the American 
cruiser sunk by a torpedo while attempt- 
ing to force the entrance to tbe harbor 
this morning, it said to be the small 
auxiliary cruiser Merrimack. 


Not Much Of Her Visible Above

was cruising all the while in the offing.

ment is said to have begun, yesterday 
morning, between the despatches from 
Cape Haytien and Port au Prince, tbe 
former saying three o'clock in the morn- 
ing and the latter eight o'clock.

Consideration of 
the war revenue 


measure was resumed at the conclusion 
of the morning business. 


In the course of a brief colloquy con- 


cerning the priority of amendments yet 
to be considered, Ivir. Jones tDem., Ark.) 
expressed the opinion that all the rev- 
enue feature* of the bill ought to be 
completed and passed upon before the 
bond pro\ isam. because the amount of 
revenue raised might have great weight 
in the determination of some other pend- 
ing amendments, lie was satislied, he 
said, that the bond provision would be 
incorporated in the bill, but held tlytt 
senators ought to know \\hat the bill 
would raise approximately before being 
called upon to vote on the bond question. 


Mr. Hale (Ilep., Me.) inquired whether 


Mr. Jones thought the small amount 
comparatively which would be raised 
by the pending revenue amendments 
would be sufficient. "I have no doubt," 
he continued, "that if this war lasts a 
year it will cost the government between 
$700,000,000 and $800.000.000, That is my 
prediction, and I put myself on rec/ord 
to that effect." 


Mr. Jones said that so much money 


might be spent, but he did not think so. 
He was satisfied at all events that an 
issue of bonds was unnecessary. "I do 
not believe," said he, "that the war will 
last one year, six months or anything 
like that time. And the cost will cer- 
tainly be much less than stated by the 
senator (Mr. Hale). The secretaries of 
war and the navy each made an estimate 
of the expenses for one year, and their 
aggregate estimates were only about 
half the estimates of the senator from 
Maine." 


Mr. Hale pointed out that no war was 


go expensive as an expeditionary war 
Hu said h« had examined all the esti- 
mates made upon the expenses of the 
war, and he was satisfied they would 
reach certainly $700,000.000. 


Mr. Teller (Silver Rep.. Colo.) reviewed 


tariff legislation during the past 10 years, 
and then said it was evident that this 
bill was to all Intents and purposes to be 
a permanent law. The expenses of the 
war would not end with the war. The 
United States, he said, proposed to have 
a great navy, commensurate with the 
dignity and development of our country, 
and In addition all the cities along the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts had a right 
to demand protection from foreign in- 
vasion. "It is the duty of the senate," 
said he, "to take sufficient time for the 
consideration of the pending bill to de- 
termine how much money It will raise. 
I do not want to vote upon the bill until 
we know what it will produce in revenue. 
The government will not be hampered 
in any way If this bill does not pass 1Jor 
10 days, or until July 1st." 


Mr. Aldrich said that careful estimates 


had been made of the revenue producing 
qualities of the bill, and he was satisfied 
the amount would be between $150,000,000 
and $200,000.000. certainly not in excess of 
the latter sum.

Santiago de Cuba, May 31. via Port An- 
tlnio. Jam., June 1.—Commodore Schley 
decided to test th« batteries of Santiago 
de Cuba today to determine their loca- 
tion and capacity.

New Orleans to form column and follow 
the flagship. A course due east was 
Steered until the ships were about 7WO 
yards from the shore and then, circling 
until they headed due west, they passed, 
starboard side on, by tha forts. The or- 
ders were for the heavy 13-incfc guns of 
the Massachusetts and the 12-inch guns 
pf the Iowa, to open on the Cristobal 
Colon, which was about 1000 to ZOOOyards 
inside the Morro. while the New Orleans' 
large caliber guns were to open on the 
forts, so as to draw their fire. The nar- 
rowness of the harbor entrance and tha 
gpeed of the ships which made 10 knpte, 
allowed of the Cristobal Colon being a 
target for only a few minute*. In that 
few minutes, it is believed, she was hit 
twice, but was not seriously damaged. 


The entire set of forts, some six in num- 


ber, 
opened fire, and the object of the 


expedition-,WM »ttaine4. Some of the 
modern guns, with smokelesi; powder, 
ipere aimed well. But of all that fired 
not ona did any damage to Commodore 
Sehley's ships. The Cristobal Colon re- 
plied to the lire, but all of her shots fell 
short. 


The American ships fired not more 


than four rounds from their heavy guns, 
consuming in all 15 minutes for the flre. 
The Spaniards fired more than 100 
round*, keeping up the fire when the 
ships were fully two miles out of their 
range. 


During the action Commodore Schley 


occupied a position near the forward 
15-Inch, turret of the Massachusetts, and 
•watched .the shells go whistling by as the 
ships got In the line of fire of the bat- 
teries, as unconcernedly as though In no 
clanger tfom If. 


At 8:80 o'clock the commodore was 


back on board the Brooklyn. It Is evi* 
dent that the Spaniards have fortified 
Santiago very carefully and well. There 
are a number of modern guns there, evi- 
dently of English or French make, and 
:hey use smokeless powder, which makes 
it difficult to locate them. It will take 
I heavy burnkardment to dislodge the 
batteries and the Spanish, fleet.

much like Gibraltar In natural strength. 
It is of solid rock, and is mined with 
subterranean passagos. The fortltica- 
tlona, however, unlike Gibraltar, ar** 
built on the surface. 
It is these, evi- 


dently. that Schley has destroyed. Ho 
could nevtr crumble the great arena of 
solid rock that stretches all along the 
right entrance of the hai hor. 


"The channel, as It passes Morro, Is 


200 feet wide, with 1UO feet of shoal 
water on the low side, where tht> land 
batteries Schley is reported to have de- 
Btroyed probably weie. The channel is 
minted and worked by wires that ru» 
into one Of HIP subterranean passages. 
It would be extremely clangorous to at- 
tempt to force the harbor, for. although 
the fort may be destroyed, the mines 
can still be workud from ths impregna- 
ble bowels of the roc'ke. 


"The rule of the Spaniaids in Santi- 


ago during the past year has been ex- 
tremely harsh and nuid. There are (5000 
inrabitants, almost all of whwm are 
sympathizers with the insurgents. The 
talk of Spaniards was extremely amus- 
ing. 
They seemed to think that those 


Americans who canie to Cuba \\ere tTie 
usual type of our countrymen, and that 
all those who stayed at home were bemi- 
barbarlans. fighting each other, and ail 
that. 


"The 
lack of coal at Santiago was 


noticeable. I do not suppose there \vere 
over 800 tons altogether at tha port. I 
remamber while I was there that a ship 
arrived from a neighboring port with 
3000 tons of coal aboard. It was an- 
chored in an inlet ot the harbor, two 
miles from the city, and placed under 
military guard. I presume the Span- 
iards thought that some of their shija; 
might put into port for coal, and it 
would be well to have some in reserve,"

MYSTKKY KXFL.AIXKD. 


Iteport* of Uprining lo San Uoiniufjo Are 


Undoubtedly Correct. 


Cape Haytien, Hayti, June 3.—The 


mystery surrounding the movements ot 
the Clyde line steamer Fanita are now 
said to be fully explained. It appears 
established beyond a doubt that the re- 
ports of an uprising In the Republic of 
San Domingo agrainst the people of the 
President Herreaux are correct. The 
Initial blow was struck at Monte Crlsti, 
on the borders of Haytl, the nearest 
Dominican port to Cape Haytien.r 
It would appear that the Fanita, in- 


stead of having on board only 17 Domini- 
cans, probably had 150 on board. The 
Fanita, as previously cabled, arrived 
here on June 1, half empty, bringing 
from New Tork provisions for the navy^ 
which she landed at Matthewtuwn. 
Great Inagua, in the Bahamas. She 
slipped away about 10 o'clock the same 
night, and was to touch at Monte Cristi 
or at the Keys just outside, with the 
object, it was alleged, ot filling up the 
empty portion of her hold. She had on 
board Chris Roberts of Great Inagua, 
the most famous pilot of the West In- 
dies. 


The captain of the Fanita said the por- 


tion of her cargo which was not landed 
consisted ot coaK but there was good 
reason to suppose that it consisted of 
something very different from coal. The 
suspicion* of the Spanish consul here 
were aroused. He denounced the taking 
on board Uae steamer of the Dominicans 
£nd the suaden sailing of the vessel with- 
out notice and without the permission 
of the Dominican consul. The Spanish 
consul classed this as an outrage and as 
an act of piracy, and entered a formal 
protest with the Haytien authorities. 


Th« majority of the Dominicans, it ap- 


pear*, while here were shut up in the 
hold of the Fanita, so as to escape at- 
tention.
